The Illinois DepaTtmeut of 
Public Health has adopted a 
more stringent policy^oii the 
distribution of gamma globu- 
lin; Dr. Franklin D. Yoder, 
director, has announced. 

The new. policy was neces- 
sitated by the discontinu- 
ance of supply from the Am- 
erican National % Red .Cross. 

The Red Cross previously 
allocated gamma globulin to 
the department for free. dis-1 
tribution to physicians. The" 
amount of the allocation was 
in direct proportion' to the 
support given the blood 
donor program in Illinois. 

Due to needs of overseas 
servicemen, the demands to- 
day arc exceptionally high. 
In view of the heavy demand 
for the product and the lim- 
ited supply available, Hie 
Red Cross has found it neces- 
sary lo establish priorities 
lor the distribution "of* gam- 
ma globulin. It will no lung- 
er be supplied free of charge 
to the s tates. "The (lepart- 
ineni win contlmnrtp-prnvide- 
gamma globulin to the extent 
of its budget and in accord- 
ance' with - previously estab- 
lished gamma globulin poli- 
cies?' Dr. Yoder said. "These 
procedure's will he 'main I alli- 
ed, limited only by budgetary 
.considerations', on a replace- 
lhent basis.!" The department 
provides . gamma globulin 
without charge to Illinois 
physicians requesting it for 
certain contacts, to measles, 
German measles' and infec-
